duty of both courts to avoid. The law of this 
state was also cited, winch would compel the 
court to remand the prisoner as soon as it was 
ascertained that he was held by United States’ 
process. It was further stated, that the case 
could not be heard tall the prisoner was in cus­ 
tody of this court, into which he could not be 
brought without a direct conflict between the 
state and the United States officers. 
- Chief justice Winton and justice Smith, con­ 
curred in drawing a wide distinction between the 
case of a prisoner held by the warrant of a com­ 
missioner or inferior magistrate, and one held 
by the judge or court. The former they did 
not consider iu the custody of the court, and 
consequent, the taking of him by this court to 
decide Ids application, did not involve a conflict 
of jurisdiction. Justice Crawford had held dif­ 
ferently in his opinion previously delivered, and 
repeated the positions there assumed. 
The writ was denied by the unanimous de­ 
cision of the court.

The whole amount of postages collected in 
the slave states is $1,322,021,95; showing the 
receipts to be $12,284,08 lest than those of the 
year preceding. In the free states the whole 
amonnt of postages collected is $3,709,051,17; 
showing the receipts to be $96,635,32 greater 
than for the previous year. 
The receipts for postage in New York alone 
are nearly equal to the entire receipts for the 
fifteen slave states. 
In 1853-54, but two slave states, in the entire 
number, paid a surplus into the department 
These were Delaware, $6,898,71, and Louisiana, 
$37,749,45. Only three free states receive 
more in service than they pay in revenue, and 
these are Illinois $6,264,36, Michigan $39,502,- 
95, California $51,091,02. 
These facts need no comment, and we only 
add one more stated by Hie correspondent in 
question. In Texas there is expended for trans­ 
porting the mails, $139,362,19, and in Wiscon­ 
sin but $46,608,00. Texas draws out of the 
treasury $96,197,73 more than she pays in, 
while Wisconsin yields a surplus of $26,962,88. 
Is not this a beautiful state of things ? And 
to improve it, the service on several important 
routes in this state has been reduced from a 
third to a half, and much of what is performed 
is done in a way that renders it nearly useless.

Cure for the V enom of S nakes, Ac.—An 
old physician writes to the New York Tribune 
that ammonia is an antidote for the venom of 
snakes. 
He says: 
Alcoholic stimulants cannot be depended on 
to cure any poisonous bites. 
In nearly all parts of the country where ven­ 
omous snakes are known, there are to be found 
persons who can cure their poisons. 
I will not 
detail these various curatives, but will give a 
perfect cure for the poisons of venomous reptiles 
and insects, first giving the reason why the rem­ 
edy I shall mention is an unfailing curative.— 
From years of investigation and inquiry I am 
quite positive that the poisonous principle in the 
virus of snake?, &c., is prussic acid; somewhat 
modified, no doubt, but essentially identical with 
it, and what will neutralize this acid is an anti­ 
dote to the poison. This antidote is the volatile 
alkali, ammonia. It is found in the shops, and 
called volatile salts, used in ladies’ smelling-bot­ 
tles, also, the aqua ammonia and spirits of am­ 
monia. 
As soon as possible after the bite, apply a few 
drops of aqua ammonia to the wound, and put 
20 drops in a little water, or whisky and water, 
if you please, and drink it Take this dose ev­ 
ery IO to 30 minutes, until there is profuse pen* 
spiration and all symptoms of poisoning disap­ 
pear. The salts of ammonia, such as found in 
smelling-bottles, should be dissolved in a little 
water, and used as the aqua ammonia, but in 
larger doses, as they are usually much weaker, 
The same remark applies to the spirits of harts­ 
horn, which is usually of less strength than the 
ammonia. Ammonia is in no respect poisonous, 
and if sufficiently diluted may be taken freely 
without injury. The rule is to give enough to 
induce free perspiration.

It will be a most welcome 
exemption. 
The loss of valuable citizens, the 
stagnation of business and the natural depression 
of spirits consequent upon the presence of so 
dire a disease, are consequences which to be 
freed from is no trifling immunity. 


T h e P rospect.—Those who are lamenting 
the passage of the Nebraska bill, because it is a 
violation of plighted faith, and because it is cal­ 
culated to extend slavery over a vast territory 
now free, would do well to contemplate tile 
measures which are in progress/or the still fur. 
ther extension of slavery. From the avowals 
of the official organ of the president, and from 
private advices from Washington, we have no 
doubt but that plans are now on foot to bring 
Cuba into the Union as a slave state, before the 
close of the present congress. 
The administra­ 
tion is aware that there is a spirit abroad, which 
will fill the next house of representatives with a 
majority against slavery propagandist!!, and 
hence they are determined to seize the present 
moment, when they have a majority. 
We may 
therefore expect that, by fair means or by foul, 
President Pierce, if possible, will perform this 
act of subserviency to the slave power before 
the 4th of March next 
We are aware that sonic will look upon this 
as merely conjectural, and regard us as a mere 
alarmist. 
But we feel conscious that we are 
not obnoxious to that charge. 
We think we 
have good data on which to found an opinion. 
We have no doubt of this design on the part of 
the administration; and we are satisfied that 
nothing but fear will restrain them. 
Nor is this 
design confined to Cuba. 
The administration 
have their eye upon another portion of Mexico, 
and some of the presses in pay of the administra­ 
tion have already recommended an alliance with 
Brazil, and the rc-establishiuent of the African 
slave trade. Let the president avow this design 
openly, and all his pensioned presses, from the 
Washington Union to the New Hampshire Pat­ 
riot, would advocate the measure. 
And we ven­ 
ture to predict, that presses in our own com­ 
monwealth would attempt to justify, on sonic 
pretext or other, whut is now regarded as piracy 
by civilized nations. 
We would not judge others severely, but men 
who will not keep faith at home, cannot be trust­ 
ed abroad; and those who are willing to curse 
soil now free with slaves, would naturally be 
wiUing to increase them on soil where they al­ 
ready exist. 
Let the friends of freedom look to 
these things. 
There is ten times the danger to­ 
day of these abominations being committed, 
that there was six months ago, that congress 
would disgrace itself by repealing the Missouri 
Compromise.— Boston Atlas.

as to the constitutionality of the fugitive slave 
law and ordering the discharge of Mr. Booth, 
and appends the following comment: 


" The above notice has reference to the su- 


preme court's decision that the fugitive act of 
I860 ia unconstitutional and void and not to 
their last decision, which denies U3 the benefits 
of theirJtrtt decision"" . 


That Mr. Booth may have no misapprehension 


as to our position, we say that we sustain the 
/art as we did the first decision of the supreme 
court. We believe that court acted upon its 
convictions of duty, with at least as competent 
* knowledge of the law as Mr. Booth, and that 
its decision in both cases had sole reference to 
a principle, and no thought cf the individual 
bearings of the case. "We caii well understand 
why Mr. Booth should feel dissatisfied with a 
refusal to grant his last demand, but we can see 
no reason why the court should be censured be- 
cause he is disappointed. 
If Mr. Booth is wise, 


he will not press an issue between himself and 
the court. The latter has quite as much of the 
public confidence as the editor of the Free Dem- 
ocrat. 


The Madison Argus gives the following as 


the grounds upon which the supreme court de- 
nied the application of Mr. Booth to be discharg- 
ed from arrest under the warrant issued by the 
United States court: 


The grounds upon which the writ was refused 


were, that the prisoner was under the exclusive- 
jurisdiction of the United States court, and that 
the rule of judicial comity would prevent inter- 
ference by this court, as such interference must 
necessarily produce a conflict, which it is the 
duty of both courts to avoid. The law of this 
state w«s also cited, which would compel the 
court to remand the prisoner as soon as it was 
ascertained that he was held by United States' 
process.- It was further stated, that the case 
could not be heard till the prisoner was in cus- 
tody of this court, into which he could not be 
brought without a direct conflict between the 
state and the United States officers. 
- Chief justice Whiton and justice Smith, con- 
curred in drawing awidediatinction. between the 
case of a prisoner held by the warrant of a com- 
missioner or inferior magistrate, and one held 
by the judge or court. The former they did 
not consider in the custody of the court, and 
consequently, the taking of him by this court to 
decide his application, did not involve a conflict 
of jurisdiction. Justice Crawford had held dif- 
ferently in his opinion previously delivered, and 
repeated the positions there assumed. 


The writ was denied by the unanimous de- 
cision of the court. 


RECREANT DEMOCRATS.—The Detroit Free 


Press gives the earmarks of recreant democrats 
in Maine and Michigan, and as other localities 
and latitudes are infested with similar politicians 
it may be well to hold up the mirror, that all 
such may see their pictures. " When we hear 
• democrat," says the Free Press, "condemning 
the action of the party on the Nebraska bill, or 
on some other question, in nine cases out of ten 
on inquiry, we find that his head is sore—that 
his ' claims' have been recognized—that he has 
been disappointed in respect to some office he 
iras anxfoua to obtain.

It shows that the list of 
applicants must have been exceedingly large, 
and it is no wonder that Frank Pierce has found 
so much difficulty in satisfying them all. The 
same rule will undoubtedly work the other way,

The tables for 1853-51 arc then given, and 


the following result is found : 


The above tables show thut the amount -col- 


lected for postages in the free states', exceeds 
the amount paid for transporting the mails, $1?- 
54O,5O6 91 ; the surplns being less than 
that oi' the year previous by but $205,4i<5,94. 


Now let us look at the result in the slave 


states. In these states- the amount paid for 
transporting the 'mails exceeds the amount col- 
lected for postages, #736,399 71; the defi- 
ciency being more than double what it was the 
year previous. 


The writer then goes on to make some com- 


parisons, which we commend to the attention of 
the people of the west, who are experiencing 
under the present head of the department some 
of the benefits of an administration of its affairs 
in which the party (and the smallest fraction at 
that) is the primary and the people the seconda- 
ry consideration :

The whole amount of postages collected in 


the slave states is $1,32-2,621,95; 'showing the 
receipts to be 812,284,08 less than those of the 
y«ar preceding. In the free states the whole 
amount of postages collected is $3,709,051,17 ; 
showing the receipts to be $96,635,82 greater 
than for the previous year. 


The receipts for postage in New York alone 


are nearly equal to the entire receipts for the 
fifteen slave states. 


In 1863-54, but two slave states, in the entire 


number, paid a surplus into the department 
These were Delaware, $6,898,71, and Louisiana, 
$37,749,45. Only three f.-ee states receive 
more in service than they pay in revenue, and 
these are Illinois $0,264,36, Michigan $39,502,- 
95, California $51,001,02. 


These facts need no comment, and we only 


add one more stated by the correspondent in 
question. In Texas there is expended for trans- 
porting the mails, $139,362,19, and in Wiscbn" 
sin but $46,608,00. Texas draws out of the 
treasury $96,197,73 more than she pays in, 
while Wisconsin yields a surplus of $26,902,88. 


Is not this a beautiful state of things ? And 


to improve it, the service on several important 
routes in this state has been reduced from a 
third to a.half,.and much of what is performed 
is done in a way that renders it nearly useless. 
But who hears of any reduction in Texas?

Some 
nine months ago, early last fajl hiS family noti- 
ced thtf little' girl-to be pining-"' »war, "and be- 
coming very weak and pale although she had 
bsen very fleshy and hearty, aM 'apparently 
without apy.cause.or complaint of sickness.;By 
the time winter had fairly set in, she was ;wastec 
away to a mere skeleton, but as soop as weather 
become cold she again seemed toYovive.' She 
never complained of being unwell, anj in reply 
to all their inquiries in regard tp> her. health, she 
invariably said she felt' very well/only'i' little 
weak. As summer'arrived, she could not be 
prevailed upon to eat any victuals in her fath- 
er's house, but would take_a piece of bread and 
butter, or a piece'of meat, and go ont to the 
edge of the creek to eat it. The family notiecc 
her regularly, ajw.ays going precisely to . the 
same place, and invariably complainmg of beih£ 
hungry after her return, when if more victual- 
wore given her, she would again return to the 
creek, as they thought, to eat. 


Finally, some of the neighbors having hearci 


of the circumstances of the child's extraordinary 
conduct, and also of her wasted appearance, 
suggested to her father to watch her movements, 
which he did last Friday. The child had been 
sitting on the bank of thu creek nearly all the fore- 
noon, until near dinner time, when she got tip 
and went to her father's house, asked for a piece 
of bread and butter, and again returned to the 
same place she had been. Her father kept be- 
hind her without making any noise. As soon as 
the child was seated, the'father saw a hu»o 
black snake slowly raise its head into her lap, 
and receive the bread and butter from her hand; 
and when she would attempt to-take a bite ol 
the bread, the snake would commence hissing 
and become apparently very angry, when the 
child, trembling like a leaf; would promptly re- 
turn the bread to the monster. The father was 
completely paralyzed; not being able to move 
hand or foot; entertaining, as most Irish persona 
do, a dread of snakes, he felt alarmed for the 
safety of his child, not knowing the 'nature o) 
the snake, or the extent of the inBueuce on. his 
child. His blood became almost clogged in his 
veins, and he groaned in perfect agony, which 
caused the snake to become alarmed, and glide 
away'into the'•'creek. The-child then immedi- 
ately sprang to her feet and ran home, apparent- 
ly much frighteneS. Her father followed her, 
but she refused to-answer any questions, and he 
then resolved to detain his child at home, but 
he was advised to permit her to go again next 
day to the creek, arid to follow her and kill the 
snake. Next morning she took a piece of bread 
again and went out to the creek; her father fol- 
lowed her with his gim in his hand, and as soon 
as the snake made his appearance, shot him 
through the head. 
The child swooned; the 


snake squirmed and worked himself around 
awhile, and then died ; the child in the meantime 
recovered from her swoon, but was immediately 
seized with spasms, acting in a manner resem- 
bling the writhing of the snake, and finally died 
at the same moment the snake did, apparently 
in the greatest agony. 


This horrible and at the same time melancholy 


occurrence, is the first we have heard of for a 
long time, and in fact the first we ever knew ol 
w'.iare w\s could positively vouch for its truthful 
correctness. We know there are persons who 
doubt the reality of snake fascination, but if they 
entertain any doubts on the subject hereafter, 
the relatives of this unfortunate little girl can be 
found ready and willing to corroborate our state- 
-went. This should serve as a warning - to pa- 
rents who live in .the country to be more careful 
in watching their children.

CtTRE FOR THE VENOM OF S.NAKES, &C. 
An 


old physician writes to the >"ew York Tribune 
that ammonia is an antidote for the venom of 
snakes. 
He says: 


Alcoholic stimulants cannot be depended on 


to cure any poisonous bites. 


In nearly all parts of the country where ven- 


omous snakes are known, there are to be found 
persons who can cure their poisons. I will not 
detail these various curatives, but will give a 
perfect cure for the poisons of venomous reptiles 
and insects, first giving the reason why the rem- 
edy I shall mention is an unfailing" curative.— 
From years of investigation and inquiry I am 
quite^positive .that-the poisonous principle in the 
viras'of snakes, Ac., is prussic acid; somewhat 
modified, no doubt, but essentially'identical with 
it, and what will neutralize this acid is an anti- 
dote to the poison. This antidote 13 the volatile 
alkali, ammonia. It is found in the shops, and 
called volatile salts, used in ladies' smelling-bot- 
tles, nJso, the aqua ammonia and spirits of am- 
monia. 


As soon us possible after the bite, apply a few 


drops of aqua ammonia to the wound, and put 
20 drops in a little water, or whisky and water, 
if you please, and drink it. Take this dose ev- 
ery 10 to 30 minutes, until there is profuse per- 
spiration and all symptoms of poisoning disap- 
pear. The salts of ammonia, such as found in 
smelling-bottles, should.be dissolved in a little 
water, and used as the aqua ammonia, but in 
larger doses, as they »re usually nrach weaker. 
Tho same remark applies to the spirits of harts- 
horn, which is usually of less strength than the 
ammonia. Ammonia is in no respect poisonous, 
and if sufficiently/diluted may be taken freely 
without injury. The ruki is to give enough to 
induce free perspiration.

We cat» well understand 
why Mr. Booth should feel dissatisfied with n 
refusal to grant his lost demand, but wo can see 
no reason why the court should be censured be- 
cause he is disappointed. If Mr. Booth is wise, 
lie will not piess an Issue between himself and 
tho court. 
The latter has quite as much of the 


public confidence ns the editor of the Free Dem- 
ocrat. 


The Madison Argiu gives the following as 


tho grounds upon which the supreme court de- 
nied the application of Mr. Booth to Lie discharg- 
ed from arrest under the warrant issued by the 
United States court : 


The grounds upon which the writ was refused 


were, that the prisoner was under the exclusive- 
jurisdiction of the United States court, and that 
tho rule of judicial comity would prevent inter- 
ference by this court, ns such interference must 
necessarily produce n conflict, which it is the 
duty of both courts to avoid. The law of this 
state was also cited, which would compel the 
court to remand the prisoner as soon as it was 
ascertained that he was held by United States' 
process. It was further stated, that the case 
could not be heard till tho prisoner was in cus- 
tody of this court, into whieh he could not be 
brought without a direct conflict between the 
stnto and tlie United States officers. 
- Chief justice Whlton and justice Smith, con- 
curred in drawing n wide distinction bet ween tho 
case of a prisoner held by the warrant of n com- 
missioner or inferior magistrate, and one held 
by the judge or court. 
The former they did 


not consider in the custody o-' the court, and 
consequently, the taking ofhiin by this court to 
decide his application, did not Involve a conllict 
ot'jurisdiction. Justice Crawf ird had held dif- 
ferently in his opinion previously delivered, and 
repeated the positions there assumed. 


Tho writ was denied by the unanimous de- 


cision of the court.

SNAKF. FASCINATION.—We havo occasionally 


rend accounts of persons hr.viag been fascinated 
or spell-bound by snakes, but never knew of an 
instance occurring in our vicinity until a day or 
two since, and one thnt we know to bo a fact. 
A man by the name of O'MarahadaBmall child, 
a little girl about thirteen years- of age, who 
came to her death through'the influence of a 
snake, one dny last week, under tho following 
circumstances: 
O'Mnra resides on Copperas 


Creek, In Franklin county, nnd but n short dis 
tnnce from the Paci'lc railroad depot. 
Some 


nine months ago, early last fall his family noti- 
ced the little girl'to be pining away, nnd be- 
coming very weak nnd pale although she had 
baen very fleshy and hearty, and apparently 
without any cause or complaint of sickness. By 
the time winter had fairly set in, she was wasted 
away to n men; skeleton, but as soon ns weather 
become cold she. again noomcd to revive. She 
never complained of being unwell, ami in reply 
to nil their inquiries in regard to hcrhenlth, rtie 
invariably said she felt very well, only a little 
weak. 
As summer' arrived, she could not be 


prevniled upon to eat nny victuals lu her fath- 
er's house, but would take n piece of bread and 
butter, or n piece of meat, nnd go out to tho 
edge of the creek to eat it. The family noticed 
hur regularly, always going precisely to the 
."ame place, und invariably complaining of being 
hungry nller her return, when if more victuals 
were given her, she would again return to the 
crook, as they thought, to e«t. 


Finally, some of the neighbors having heard 


of the circmiiiitiinccs of the child's extraordinary 
conduct, and also of her wasted appearance, 
suggested to her father to watch her movements', 
which he did last Friday. The child had been 
sitting on tho bank of thu creek nearly all thu fore- 
noon, until near dinner time, when who got up 
nud went to her father's house, usked for a piece 
of bread and butter, und again returned to the 
same place she had been. Her father kept be- 
hind her without making any noise. As soon as 
the child was Heated, the father s-aw a huge 
black snake wlowly raise its head into her lap, 
and receive the bread and butter from her hand; 
and when who would attempt to take a bite ot' 
the bread, the snake would commence hissing 
and become apparently very angry, when the 
child, trembling like a leaf, would promptly re- 
turn the bread to the monster. The father was 
completely paralyzed, not being able to move 
hand or foot; entertaining, us most Iii.sh persons 
do, a dread of snakes, ho felt ularmcd for the 
safely of his child, not knowing the nature of 
the snake, or the extent of thu influence on hi.s 
child. 
His blood became almost clogged in his 


veins, nnd he groaned in perfect ngony, which 
caused the snake to become alarmed, and glide 
away into the creek. The child then immedi- 
ately sprang to her feet nud ran home, apparent- 
ly much frightened. Her father followed her, 
but she refused to answer any questions, and he 
then resolved to detain his child at home, but 
lie was advised to permit her to go a gain next 
day to the creek, nnd to follow her nnd kill the 
Hiiake. Next morning she took n piece of bread 
again and wont out to the creek ; her father fol- 
lowed her with his gun iu his baud, nnd ns noon 
as the snake nmdo his appearance, shot him 
through the head. The child swooned; the 
Hiinko squirmed nnd worked himself around 
awhile, and then died ; tho child in tho meantime 
recovered from her swoon, but was immediately 
sei/ed with spasms, acting in a manner resem 
tiling the writhing of the snake, and finally died 
nt tho same moment the snake did, apparently 
in the greatest ngony. 


This horrible and nt the f nmc time melancholy 


occurrence, is the first we have heard of for a 
ong tinm, and in fact tho first we over knew ol 
w'lL'i-e we coul'l podllvely vouch fur its truthful 
corrjctnesi. 
We know there are persons who 


doubt the reality of snake fascination, but if they 
entertain any doubts on the subject hereafter, 
the relntives'of this unfortunate little girl can IIL- 
round renily nnd willing to corroborate our stale 
iiwnt. 
This should serve as a warning to pa- 


rents who live in tbo country to be more careful 
in watching their children.

old physician writes to the New York Tribune 
that ammonia is an antidote for the venom o 
sunk PH. He pays : 


Alcoholic stimulants cannot be depended on 


to cure any poNonous bites. 


In nearly nil parts of the country where ven- 


omous snakes arc known, there are to be foum 
persons who can cure their poisons. 
I will not 


detail those various curatives, but will give 
perfect cure for the poisons of venomous reptiles 
nnd insects, first giving tho reason why the rem- 
edy I shall mention is an unfailing curative.— 
From years of investigation and inquiry I nn 
11uito positive that tho poisonous principle in tin 
virus of snake?, &c., is pi-n-wle acid; somewhat 
modified, no doubt, hut essentially identical witli 
it, nnd what will neutralize this acid is an unli 
dote to the poison. This antidote is the volatile 
alkali, ammonia. 
It is found in the tiliops, and 


called volatile salts, used in ladies' smelling-bot- 
tles, also, tho aqua ammonia nnd spirits of nm- 
moni-a. 


As soon as possible nftcr the bite, apply a few 


drops of aqua ammonia to the wound, and put 
20 drops in a little water, or whisky nud water, 
if you please, and drink it. Take this dose ev- 
ery 10 to 30 minutes, until there is profuse per- 
spirntion nnd nil symptoms of poisoning disap- 
pear. The salts of ammonia, such ns found in 
smelling-bottles, should be dissolved in n little 
water, nnd used ns the aqua nmmonin, but it 
larger doses, as they are usually much weaker. 
The wine remark npplies to the spirits of hnrts- 
horn, which is usually of less strength than the 
ammonia. Ammonia is in no respect poisonous, 
niid if sufficiently diluted may bo taken freely 
without injury. Tho rule is to give enough to 
induce free perspiration.

TIIE PKOSPECT.—^Those who are lamenting 


the passage of the Nebraska bill, because it is a 
violation of plighted faith, and because it is cal- 
culated to extend slavery over a vast territory 
now free, would do well to contemplate the 
measures which are in progress/or the still fur. 
tker cxteniion of slavery. 
From the avowals 


of the official organ of the president, and from 
private advices from Washington, we have no 
doubt but that plans are now on foot to bring 
Cuba into the TJaion as a slave state, before the 
close of the present congress. The administra- 
tion is aware that there is a spirit abroa:!, which 
will fill the nest house of representatives with a 
majority against slavery propagandism, and 
hence they are determined to sei/.e the present 
moment, when they have a majority. 
We may 


therefore expect that, by fair means or by foul, 
President Pierce, if possible, will perform this 
act of subserviency to the slave power before 
the 4th of March next. 


We are aware that some will look upon this 


us merely conjectural, and regard us as a mere 
alarmist. But we feel conscious that we are 
not obnoxious to that charge. We think wo 
have good data on which to found an opinion. 
We have no doubt of this design on the part of 
the administration; and we are satisfied that 
nothing but fear will restrain them. Nor is this 
design confined to Cuba. The administration 
have their eye upon another portion of Mexico, 
and some of the presses in pay of the administra- 
tion have already recommended an alliance with 
Brazil, and the re-establishment of the African 
slave trade. 
Let tbe president avow this design 


openly, and all his pensioned presses, from the 
Washington TJnion to the New Hampshire Pat- 
riot, would advocate the measure. 
And we ven- 


ture to predict, that presses in our own com- 
monwealth would attempt to justify, on some 
pretext or other, whut is now regarded as piracy 
by civilized nations. 


We would not judge others severely, but men 


who will not keep faith at home, rannot be trust- 
ed abroad; aud those who are willing to curse 
soil now free with slaves, would naturally bo 
willing to increase them on soil where they al- 
ready exist. Let the friends of freedom look to 
these things. There is ten times the danger to- 
day of these abominations being committed, 
that there was six months ago, that congress 
would disgrace itself by repealing the Missouri 
Compromise.—Boston A.tlus.

us to the constitutionality of the fugitive slave 
law and ordering.the discharge of Mr. Booth, 
and appends the following comment: 


" The above notice has reference to the su- 


preme court's decision that the fugitive act of 
1850 is unconstitutional and void and not to 
their last decision, which denies us the benefits 
of their first decision." 


That Mr. Booth may have no misapprehension 


as to bur position, we say that we sustain the 
last as we did the first decision of the supreme 
court. 
We believe that court acted upon its 


convictions of duty, with atleast as competent 
a knowledge of the law as Mr. Booth, and that 
ite decision in both cases had sole reference to 
a principle, and no thought of the individual 
bearings of the case. 
We can well understand 


why Mr. Booth should feel dissatisfied with a 
refusal to grant his last demand, but we can see 
no reason why the court should be censured be- 
cause he is disappointed. If Mr. Booth is wise, 
he will not press an issue between himself and 
the court. The latter has quite as much of the 
public confidence as the editor of the Free Dem- 
ocrat. 


The Madison Argus gives the following as 


the grounds upon which the supreme court de- 
nied the application of Mr. Booth to be discharg- 
ed from arrest; under the warrant issued by the 
United StateSSftnlrt :

The grouMs upon which the writ was refused 


were, that the prisoner was under the exclusive 
jurisdiction of the United States court, and that 
the rule of judicial comity would prevent inter- 
ference by .this court, as such interference must 
necessarily produce a conflict, which it is the 
duty of both courts to avoid. 
The law of this 


state was also cited, which would compel the 
court to remand the prisoner as soon as it was 
ascertained that he was held by United States' 
process. It was further stated, that the case 
could not be heard till the prisoner was in cus- 
tody of this court, into which he could not be 
brought without a direct conflict between the 
state and the United States officers. 


Chief justice Whiton and justice Smith, con- 


curred in drawing a wide distinction between the 
case of a prisoner held by the warrant of a com- 
missioner or inferior magistrate, and one held 
by the judge or court. 
The former they did 


not consider in the custody of the court, and 
consequently, the taking of him by this court to 
decide his application, did not involve a conflict 
of jurisdiction. 
Justice Crawford had held dif- 


ferently in his opinion previously delivered, and 
repeated the positions there assumed. 


The writ was denied by the unanimous de- 


cision of the court.

The above tables show that the amount col- 


lected for postages in the free states, exceeds 
the amount paid for transporting the mail?, $15« 
5'fi©55O.6;911 the surplus being less than 
that of the year previous by but $205,446,94. 


Now let us look at the result in the slave 


states. 
In these states the amount paid for 


transporting the mails exceeds the amount col- 
lected for postages, §TS@,399 ',"1; the defi- 
ciency being more than double what it was the 
year previous. 


The writer then goes on to make some com- 


parisons, which we commend to the attention of 
the people of the west, who arc experiencing 
under the present head of the department some 
of the benefits of an administration of its affairs 
in which the party (and the smallest fraction at 
that) is the primary and the people the seconda- 
ry consideration:

In Texas the deficiency is

The whole amount of postages collected in 


the slave states is $1,322,021,93; showing the 
receipts to be 812,284,0:3 less than those of the 
year preceding. 
In the free states the whole 


amount of postages collected is $3,709,051,17 ; 
showing the receipts to be §96,635,32 greater- 
than for the previous year. 


The receipts for postage in New York alone 


are nearly equal to the entire receipts for the 
fifteen slave states. 


In 1853-54, but two slave states, in the entire 


number, paid a surplus into the department. 
These were Delaware, $15,898,71, and Louisiana, 
§37,749,45. 
Only three free states receive 


more in service than they pay in revenue, and 
these are Illinois §6,264,86, Michigan §39,502.- 
95,. California $51,091,02. 


These facts need no comment,"'and we only

In Texas there is expended for trans- 
porting the mails, §139,362,19, and in Wiscon- 
sin but §46,608,00. 
Texas draws out of the 


treasury §96,197,73 more than she pays in, 


Is not this a beautiful state of things ? And

But who hears of any reduction in Texas'?

SNAKE FASCINATION. — We have occasionally 


read accounts of persons having been fascinated 
or spell-bound by snakes, but never knew of an 
instance occurring in our vicinity until a day or 
two since, and one that we know to be a fact. 
A man by the name of O'Marahada small child, 
a little girl about thirteen years of age, who 
came to her death through the influence of a 
snake, one day last week, under the following 
circumstances: 
O'Mara resides on Copperas 


Creek, in Franklin county, and but a short dis 
tance from the Pacific railroad depot. 
Some 


nine months ago, early last fall his family noti- 
ced the little girl to be pining away, and be- 
coming very weak and pale although she had 
been very fleshy and hearty, and apparently 
without any cause or complaint of sickness. By 
the time winter had fairly set in, she was wasted 
away to a mere skeleton, but as soon ns weather 
become cold she again seemed to revive. She 
never complained of being unwell, and in reply 
to all their inquiries in regard to herhealth, she 
invariably said she felt very well, only a little 
weak. 
As summer arrived, sha could not be 


prevailed upon to eat any victuals in her fath- 
er's house, but would take a piece of bread and 
butter, or a piece of meat, and go out to the 
edge of the creek to eat it. 
The "family noticed 


her regularly, always going precisely to the 
same place, and invariably complaining of being 
hungry after her return, when if move victuals 
were given her, she would again return to the 
creek, as they thought, to eat. 


Finally, some of the neighbors having heard 


of the circumstances of the child's extraordinary 
conduct, and also of her wasted appearance, 
suggested to her father to watch her movements, 
which he did last Friday. 
The child had been 


sitting on the bank of the creek nearly all the fore- 
noon, until near dinner time, when she got up 
and went to her father's house, asked for a piece 
of bread and butter, and again returned to the 
same place she had been. 
Her father kept be- 


hind her without making any noise. 
As soon as 


tbe child was seated, the lather saw a huge ' 
black snake slowly raise its head into her lap, 
and receive the bread and butter from her hand; 
and when she would attempt to take a bite of 
tho bread, the snake would commence hissing 
and become apparently very angry, when the 
child, trembling like a leaf, would promptly re- 
turn the bread to the monster. The father was 
completely paralyzed, not being able to move 
hand or foot; entertaining, as most Irish persons 
do, a dread of snakes, he felt alarmed for the 
safety of his child, not knowing the nature of 
the snake, or the extent of the influence on his 
child. 
Bis blood became almost clogged in his 


veins, and he groaned in perfect agony, which 
caused the snake to become alarmed, and glide 
away into the creek. 
The child then immedi- 


ately sprang to her feet and ran home, apparent- 
ly much frightened. Her father followed her, 
but she refused to answer any questions, and he 
then resolved to detain his child at home, but 
he was advised to permit her to go again next 
day to the creek, and to follow her and kill the 
snake. 
Next morning she took a piece of bread 


again and went out to the creek ; her father fol- 
lowed her with his gun in his hand, and as soon 
as the snake made his appearance, shot him 
through the head. 
The child swooned; the 


snake squirmed and worked himself around 
awhile, and then died ; the child hi the meantime 
recovered from her swoon, but was immediately 
seized with spasms, acting in a manner resem- 
bling the writhing of the snake, and finally died 
at the same moment the snake did, apparently 
in the greatest agony.

premo coUrt^J tlecWori thnt the fugitive net of 
1850 \A unconstitutional nnd void and not to 
their last decision, which denies U3 the benefits 
of l\\e\rjirtt decision*." .

That Mr. Booth may havo no misapprehension 


Mto'our position, we sny thnt wo sustain the 
last as we did the first decision of the supremo 
court. Wo believe that court acted upon Us 
convictions of duty, with nt least ns competent 
u knowledge of the law us Mr. Booth, and thnt 
its decision in both cases had sole reference to 
u principle, nnd no thought of the individual 
bearing* of the case. We cat< well understand 
why Mr. Booth should feel dissatisfied with n 
refusal to grant his last demand, but we am see 
no reason why the court should be censured be- 
cause hois disappointed. If Mr. Booth is wide, 
litMvlll not press nn issue between himself and 
tho court. The latter has quite as much of the 
public confidence ns the editor of the Free Dem- 
ocrat. 


The Madison Argus gives tho following ns 


tho grounds upon which the supreme court de- 
nied the application of Mr. Booth to be discharg- 
ed from arrest under the warrant issued by the 
United States court: 


The grounds upon which the writ was refused 


were, that the prisoner was under tho exclusive1 
jurisdiction of tho United States court, and ttiat 
tho rule of judicial comity would prevent inter- 
ference by this court, ns such interference must 
necessarily produce a conflict, which it is the 
duty- of both courts to avoid. The law of this 
state was also cited, which would compel the 
court to remand the prisoner as soon as it was 
ascertained that he was held by United States1 
process. It was further stated,. that tho case 
could not be heard till the prisoner was in cus- 
tody of this court, into which he could not be 
brought without a direct conflict between the 
state and the United States officers. 
- Chief justice Whiton and justice Smith, con- 
curred in drawing a vide distinction bet ween the 
cose of a prisoner held by tho warrant of n com- 
missioner or inferior magistrate, and one hold 
by the' judge or court. The former they did 
not consider in the custody of the court, tind 
consequently, the taking of him by this court to 
decide his application, did not involve a conflict 
of jurisdiction. Justice Crawford had hold dif- 
ferently in his opinion previously delivered, and 
repeated tho positions there .assumed. 


The writ was denied by the unanimous de- 


cision of the court.

persons who can euro their poisons." I will not 
detail these various curative*, but wilt give a 
perfect cure for the poisons of venomous reptiles 
and insects, first giving the reason why the rem- 
edy I shall mention is nn unfailing curative. — 
From years of investigation nnd inquiry I nm 
quite positive thnt tho poisonous principle in tho 
virus of snake?, Arc., is prit&rfc ncid; somewhat 
modified, no doubt, hut essentially identical with 
it, and what will neutralize this ncid is nn anti- 
dote to the poison. 
This antidote is the volatile 


alkali, ammonia. It is found in tho shops, and 
cnllcd volatile suite, used in Indies' smelljtig-bot- 
tles, nlso, tho aqua ammonia and spirits of nm- 
numb. 


As ?oon as possible after the bite, npply a few 


drops of aqua ammonia to tho wound,>and put 
20 drops in n little water, or whisky nud water, 
if you please, and drink it. Tuke this dose ev- 
ery 10 to ao minutes, until there is profuse per- 
spirntion nnd nil symptoms of poisoning disap- 
pear. The salts of ammonia, such as found in 
smelling-bottles, should. be dissolved in a little 
water, nnd used as the aqua ammonia, but in 
larger doses, as they are usually much weaker. 
Tho same remark applies to the spirits of harts- 
horn, which is usually of less strength than the 
ammonia. Ammonia is in no respect poisonous, 
and if sufficiently diluted may bo taken freely 
without injury. The rule is to give enough to 
induce free perspiration.

Tan Puost'KCT. — Those who arc lamenting 


tho passage of the Nebraska bill, because it is a 
violation of plighted faith, and because it is cal- 
culated to extend slavery over a vast territory 
now free, would do well to contemplate the 
measures which are in progjv3s/or//iesf«7//Mr. 
thcr extension of slavery. From tho avowals 
of the official organ of the president, and from 
private advices Horn Washington, we have no 
doubt but tha* plans arc now on foot to bring 
Cuba into the Union as a slave state, before the 
close of tho present congress. The administra- 
tion la aware that there is a spirit abrca'l, which 
will fill the next house of representatives with a 
majority against slavery propagandist!!, and 
hence they nre determined to seize the piescnt 
moment, when they have a majority. 
"Wi» may 


therefore expect that, by fair means or by foul, 
President Pierce, if possible, will pcrfoun this 
net of subserviency to the slave power before 
the '1th of Jfnrch next. 


Wo are aware that some will look upon this 


us merely conjectural, und regard iw as a mere 
alarmist. But we feel conscious thnt wo arc 
not obnoxious to that charge. We think wo 
have good data on which to found nn opinion. 
We have no doubt of this design on the pint of 
the administration ; and we arc suti-fiud that 
nothing but fear will restrain them. Nor is this 
design confined to Cuba. The Administration 
have their eye upon another portion of Mexico, 
and some of the presses in pay of tho administra- 
tion have already recommended an alliance with 
IJnuil, and the re-establishment of the Africmi 
slave trade. Let the president avow this'deaign 
openly, and all his pensioned presses, from the 
Washington Union to tho New Hampshire Pat- 
riot, would advocate tho measure. 
And we ven- 


ture to predict, that presses in our own com- 
monwealth would attempt to justify, on some 
pretext or other, whvt is now regarded as piracy 
by civilized nation?. 


We would not judge othurs severely, but men 


who will not keep faith at home, cannot be trust- 
ed abroad ; and those who are willing to curse 
fioil now free with slaves, would naturally be 
willing to increase them on soil where they al- 
ready exist. Let the friends of freedom look to 
these thing*. There is ten timed the danger to- 
day of these abomination? being committed, 
that there was six months ngo, that 
would disgrace itself by repealing the 
Compromise. — Boston Allan.
